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A YEAR OF PROGRESSION. \

Tux year which has just closed bas been
emphatieally one of progression. Whother
weo look at home or abroad, we find abundant |
evidences that ‘‘the world moves.” All im-
portant affairs have boeen steadily borne for-
ward by a ocontrolling undercurrent of ad-
vancemont. Two of the most gigantic pub-
Iit works of any age or time have been com-
plated, and the driving of the last spike in
the last rail of the Pacific Railway and the
final excavations of the SBuez CUanal are only
the orowning trinmphs of a period which is
signalized by the construction of innumera-
ble other public improvements of great mag-
nitude and universal importanoe, The steps
taken during 1869 to give prominence to the
Darien Ship Cannal project indicste that that
socheme, too, will soon be placed on » practi-
cal footing, and, like the contemplated new
Paoific Railway lines, it is already rauked
among the inevitable future conguests of the
skill of engineers and the cowmbinstions of
cuapitalists,

The political progess achieved in 186D is
not less marked than the physical advance.
meunt of the year. Lven the ancient Asiatic
powers, China and Japan, bave given new
proofs of their infeotion with the modarn
spirit which is viviflying all mankind. New
guarantees of freedom have been granted in
nearly all parts of Eunrope, In France the
powers of the immedinte representatives of
the people have been grestly enlarged; in
Spain, many reforms, including the establish-
ment of religious liberty, have been decreed
by the Cortes; in Anstria, retrogression has
been steadily resisted; and one of the most
odious forms of British oppression of down-
trodden Ireland has Leen abirogated. TIn the
United States the constitntional amendment
which will forever prevent oppression based |
on race or colof b heen ratified by so many |
Stntes that its finndl incorporation in the
fundamental law has been placed beyond all
reasonable doubt, and the doctrines of the
Fathers ofthe Republie will therefore soon be
irrevocably established throughout the length
and brendth of the land.

In the details of the administration of na-
tional affairs a change has been'wronght by
the substitution of Grunt for Johuson in the |
Presidential chair, which is intensely gratify-
ing to every patriot. Once more the people |
rejoice thut the ship of state is gnided by - |
tegrity, vigor, and intelligence. The laws
are enforeed, the public eredit is rapidly ad- ‘
vancing, and the broken limbs of the Union |
are being so firmly reknitted that the angry
passions of the war alrendy seem to belong to
a past age, while loyalist and Rebel, slave- |
holder and freedman, fraternize, in thonsands
of instances, as cordially as if they had never |
been torn by bloody dissegsions.

The growth of this city is best illustrated
by tho statement that the number of new
buildings ervected here in 1860 is about equal
to the new structures in New York, Boston,
and Chicago combined. More thun five
thonsand dwellings have been added to those \
previously erected, and any community less
unostentations than our own wouldloundly pro-
claim such a fact to the world as an undeni-
able evidence of wondrous progress.

Those who are inclined to take a gloomy |
view of the future, or to exaggerate the im-
portance of existing pecnuiary pressures, will
gain heart and hope from a retrospective view I
of the near past. All that remains to be ac-
omplished seems but a light task when com.
pared with what has been already achieved.
Wise legislation, the faith of the people in
their Governmaent, and in the individual and ‘
combined energies of their fellow-citizens,
stendy work, and the exercise of a rensonable |
degree of American gumption all around, will |
pull the nation, the State, the city, and the
whole body politic through every present and
threatened difficulty,

THE POEITICAL CONTROL OF THE
FRENCH CABLE,

Tur reference of President Grant, in his
annual message, to the surveillance exercised
by the French Government over the des.
patohes transmitted over the new cable, has |
elicited from the French Director-Gieneral of

Telegraph lines a card of explanation, which

appeared yesterday in the Journal Offiziel,

and was fransmitted by the cable company

free of charge, with a request for publication

in the newspapers of the United States. This

statoment contends that the President is |
under a misapprehensien ns to the nature of
the relations existing between the French
Giovernment and the cable company, and it
denies that any sukh surveillance is exercised
as is asserted by the President. It is declared |
that the Director-Goneral of Telegraph lines
has no control of that nature either over the
despatehes from Ameriea or from any other
quarter, but that it is his duty to see that
communications are transmitted over the
oable in the order of their filing orof their
reception at Brest, and that there is no
favoritismi. He must aldo, on secount of the
mopopoly beld by the Government, seo that
no despatches are clundestinely introdnced
upon the line, and so avoid the tax which
legitimately necrues to the State, It is con-
tended that this control is withont political
intentions, and that the subordinate

WANTED—A ! FPADER.
Tur. Enrl of Derby, who was duging such a
long period the leader of the Tory party in
the English Houss of Lords, is dead, and
Lord Cairns, his nominal successor, has given
up the task of leadership in disgust. A very
serious question is therefore presentod as to
who will lift up the mantle which was stricken
from Derby's shoulders by the hand of death.
